Gram 
Sarkar is giving leadership on the basis of Bangladeshi nationalism in the villages, 
he observed.

The President said there were many defects and short comings in the government ad- 
ministration and these would be done away with gradually. He told the meeting that 
work for {aplementation of the Second Five-Year Plan has been progressing. 








President Zia said Bangladesh's proposal to form South Asia forum was accepted by 
the concerned countries and steps were being taken to hold secretary level meeting 
of the South Asian countries,

Property Act of 1948 which was a temporary legislation had not yet ended. The life 
of the Act (1948) was extended by one year by the ordinance of 1980. 





The other bill piloted by the Minister for Relief and Rehabilitation, Mr. Emran Ali 
Sarkes seeks to extend the benefits under the Bangladesh (Freedom Fighters) Welfare 
Trust Order, 1972 to ail those persons who do not have any regular income from any 
source thoug!. they took active part in the national liberation struggle and suffered 
injuries making them incapable of pursuing any normal vocation.

[Text] Chowrhury Tanvir Ahmed Siddiky, State Minieter for Commerce on Tuesday die- 
closed that taport itcences worth Taka 1315.30 crore had been tesued during the 
firet six monthe of the current fiscal year. 


Speaking at 4 Presse conference the State Minister for Commerce said that Taka 1315. 30 
crore import licences itseved against the total allocation of Taka 2600 crore under 
the Import Policy for 1980-81 would cover taport of essential consumer items, com 
mercial goods, industrial raw materiale, spares and crude petroleum. 


Of the funds for the licences eo far iesued, he said, Taka 750 crore was allocated 
from the country’s cash foreign exchange resources (it was Taka 645 crore during 
the corresponding period last year), Taka 293.77 crore from commodity assistance, 
Taka 112 crore from barter and Special Trade Arrangement (STA) amount, and Taka 
159.6) crore under Wage Earners Scheme (WES). 


He said that 77 per cent of the funds allocated for import would be spent for 
porting raw materials, spares and other items for the industries in order to 
those in operation round the clock. He claimed that the import policy would help 
the industrial re called by President Ziaur Rahman. 


In talking about the implementation of the import policy the State Minister for 
Commerce said that the policy was ade keeping in mind the interest of the con- 
eumers.

The agreement was signed at the Convention Hall of the Fullerton building in Singapore 
by Mr. D.S. Yusuf Hyder, Consul-General of Bangladesh in Singapore and Mr. Hew 
Teekweng Commissioner of Singapore Inland Revenue on behalf of their reapective 
governments, the message said. 


The Commissioner, Inland Revenue in his speech observed that the growing business 
and trade ties between Singapore-Bangladesh have emphasised the need for the con- 
clusion of a dowble taxation agreement between the two countries. He is confident 
that thie convention will see the expansion of trade and investment between Bangla- 
desh and Singapore. 


In reply, the Consul-General of Bangladesh highlighted the significance of this agree- 
ment in encouraging the flow of trade, investments and technical knowhow between 
Bangladesh and Singapore.

started in 1978, and it te the outcome of two and a half years negotiations between 
Bangladesh and Singapore.

for home today (Sunday). 


Briefing the newseen after signing the agreement Mr. Alam and Mr. Modi said that 
both sides recognised the immense potential of closer economic and industrial rela- 
tions which shall be forged within the framework of laws of the two countries. 


Both sides have aleo agreed to assist each other for organisation and participation 
of national exhibitions, international fairs, specialised exhibition, economic and 
technical fields, symposia and conferences, they added. 


Both the Federations will open a separate section in their respective offices to 
handle the JBC matters and the Council will hold meetings alternatively in Dacca 
and Delhi on a regular basis. 


Mr. Modi told newsmen that the FICCI had JBC with counterpart organisations of 17 
other countries where it was found useful in developing a very good rapport between 
then. 


He said the JBC would function independently and exchange delegations to find out 
how best industrial and trade cooperations could be forged to the mutual benefit of 
both countries.

[Text] Chowdhury Tanbir Ahmed Siddiky, State Minister for Commerce told the Jatiya 
Sangshad on Wednesday that the prices of newsprint were raised four times since 
August, 1975. 


In reply to a question of Shah Md. Abu Zafar (AL-Malek) the State Minister for 
Commerce said that in April 1976 the price of newsprint was fixed at Taka 5,500 
per ton (in reel) and at Taka 5,700 per ton (in sheet). This price; he said; was 
Taka 2300 more per ton than the earlier price for the daily newspapers, text books 
magazines and religious books and Taka 1700 gore per ton for other consumers. In 
May, 1979; the price of newsprint was again raised to Taka 6500 per ton (in reel) 
and Taka 6700 per ton (in sheet) which was Taka 1000 more than the prior price. 


In 1980 the prices of newsprint were raised twice. In June last, the State Minister 
said; the price of newsprint was fixed at Taka 8500 per ton (in reel) and Taka 
9000 per ton (in sheet) which was Taka 2000 and Taka 2300 higher than the earlier 
price. In Auguet this year, he added; the price was again raised to Taka 9966 per 
ton (in reel) and Taka 10466 per ton (in sheet). This was Taka 1466 higher than 
the last price, he said. 


Replying to a question of Md. Mosharraf Hossain (Mymensingh--13) the State Minister 
for Commerce said that Bangladesh exported newsprint. During 1979--80 fiscal year 
the export price of newsprint was Taka 5915.85 (FOB) per ton and till October this 
year the price was Taka 6389 (FOB) per ton, he said that no subsidy was given for 


export of newsprint.

He said in 1980-81 (till September 30), 91,417 tons of wheat under PL-480 (Title-- 
111), 48,795 tons of wheat under PL--480 (Title--11) and 260,116 tons of whe.* in 
cash purchase were imported from the United States.

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KARNATAKA HAS 10-POINT PLAN FOR CAUVERY WATERS

[Text] The Karnataka Chief Minister, Mr. R. Gundu Rao, made a ten-point proposal 
at today's conference of the Chief Ministers for equitable distribution of availa- 
ble Cauvery water for beneficial use by Tamil Nadu, Karnataka, Kerala and 
Pondicherry. 


The pointe included: elimination of social, economic and regional imbalances among 
the States in the matter of allocation of waters; 


agaregate quantity of water to be assessed as available for utilisation in the basin 
States should be inclusive of both the surface and ground water that would be 
tested and tapped; 


total yield available for distribution should be assessed on the basis of average 
yield for a long period of 60 years; 


no water of the Cauvery basin should be diverted outside the basin either for power 
generation or for irrigation unless all the basin needs were fully met; 


such fair and equitable allocation of water should be taken into consideration in 
regard to the factors like drainage area, yield, comprehension, cultivable area, 
population and drought-prone area in each State; 


each State should be entitled to utilise all originated water accruing within its 
territory; 


all States should meet domestic and industrial requirements of water out of the 
overall allocation; 


and the States should also be entitled to develop hydel power within the basin; 
and all factors in the proposals would be worked out with reference to an agreed 
source of data. 


Mr. Gundu Rao told newsmen that the Tamil Nadu Government wanted time to study the 
proposals and give its reaction. The Kerala Government generally agreed to the 
proposals except in the case of the one which said that no water of the Cauvery 
basin should be diverted unless all the basin needs were fully met. 
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The Karnataka Chief Minister said that he was not adopting a rigid attitude, He 
would welcome any alternative but agreeable formula, 


Mr. Gundu Rao maintained that the 1971 understanding wae not valid since no State 
had signed it and felt that a new formula should be evolved, 


Mr. Gundu Rao said while there was cordial atmosphere at today's talks, the issue 
would be settled by mutual discussion, What he would strese was the equitable 
diatribution of available water for the beneficial use of all the four States. 


If Tamil Nadu ineieated on the 1924 agreement, he could categorically state it 
would not get “a drop of water.” 


Mr. Gundu Rao said neither the Hogenekal project nor the diversion of West flowing 
rivers was raised at today's meeting. 


A spokeeman of Kerala said Karnataka's attitude was “very unhelpful." There was 
broad agreement on various issues between Tamil Nadu and Kerala. It might be the 
personal view of the Union Minister, Rao Birendra Singh, that the differences on 
sharing of the Cauvery waters had narrowed down, he felt. 


The conference was attended by Mr. M. G. Ramachandran, Mr. V. R. Nedunchezhian, 
Finance Minister, Mr. S. Rawachandran, Electricity Minister, and Mr. Raja Mohammed, 
Irrigation Minister, (Tamil Nadu), Mr. R. Gundu Rao, and Mr. H. M. Chennabasappa, 
ex-Minister and Chairman, State Irrigation Advisory Board (Karnataka), Mr. E. K.

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REFUGEES ON BOTH SIDES OF BORDER DRAWING CLOSER 
Stockholm SVENSKA DAGBLADET in Swedish 17 Dec #0 p 5

[Text] On Tuesday the International Red cross discontinued its 
deliveries of foodstuffs at the border between Thailand and 
Kampuchea. UNICEF, the UN children's fund, has announced that 
after the first of the year it will halt its relief activities 
at the border. The greater part of the assistance will go 
through Phnom Penh. 


The organizations feel that the refugee problem is no loiger so 
acute and that access to food in Kampuchea has improved. But the 
decision has aroused protests in Thailand, which claims that the 
number of refugees in the border area is considerably higher 

than the 90,000 reported by the Red Cross. And the still active 
guerrilla fighters are also criticizing the discontinuation of 
assistance at the border. 


Reporter Stefan Lindgren visited the border area and the Khmer 
Rouge bases in November. 


Following a period of internal dissension, assassination, and outbreaks of civil war, 
a wave of unity is now advancing among the Kampuchean refugees on both sides of the 
border with Thailand. 


There is still a dividing line between supporters of Democratic Kampuchea and the 
Khmer Serei, who are currently led by Son Sann, a prime minister in the 1960's. But 
a rapprochement between the two groups is also taking place. 


During my visit to Kampuchea and Thailand, I met with high-ranking spokesmen for 
both of the main groups currently opposing Vietnam's occupation of Kampuchea. 


Inside Kampuchea I met Thiounn Thioum, who has been minister of finance in Khieu 
Samphan's government for the past year, and in Bangkok I met Suon Kaset, spokeswoman 
for Son Sann, who lives in Paris and is chairman of the recently established united 
front for the “free Kampucheans,” known as the KPNLF [Front for the National Libera- 
tion of Kampuchea). 
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In the refugee camps along the border, the situation today is that the KPNLF admin- 
isters 70 percent of the refugees, while Democratic Kampuchea administers 30 percent. 


The KPNLF was established as recently as October 1979, With support from the Thai 
military's refugee agency (Taskforce 60) and the United States, among others, that 
organization has gradually taken power in the large and loosely organized refugee 
camps. A number of adventurers or less serious politicians such as the self-appointed 
prince Soriavong, Kong Sileah, and Van Saren have disappeared or died under ambiguous 
circumstances, and they have been replaced by KPNLF supporters. The KPNLF has won 
respect by trying to get a grip on black marketeering and attempting to instill dis- 
cipline into the previously rather bohemian Khmer Serei units. 


Three Enemies 


Black marketeering and the fact that the Khmer Serei did not offer any major resist- 
ance when the Vietnamese attacked Thailand in June 1980 have seriously compromised 
the Khmer Serei. At a congress in the Cardamom Hills in June 1980, Son Sann-~a 
10-time minister in Kampuchea between 1945 and 1968--explained that the KPNLF has 
three enemies: Vietnam, Pol Pot, and corruption in its own ranks. 


Suon Kaset is spokeswoman in Thailand for the front and for Son Sann. 
She shares Son Sann's loathing for the Khmers Rouges: 


“My husband was killed by Pol Pot. He was director general in the Ministry of Agri- 
culture under Lon Nol and believed the Khmers Rouges when they said they wanted to 
cooperate. Instead, he was tortured to death in Tuol Sleng Prison. My sister-in- 
law and several uncles were also killed. 


“In 1976 I left the country to prepare opposition to Pol Pot. In Paris I started 
the newspaper SEREIKA and a Buddhist temple. When the Vietnamese invasion came, 
the overriding task became that of organizing resistance against them. 


“In March 1979 our first armed unit was organized. We have a democratic army~-no 
insignia. We are supported by 70 percent of the people inside Kampuchea.” 


When asked how large a force the KPNLF has, Suon Kaset answered that that is a mili- 
tary secret. Estimates by outsiders range from 500 to 10,000 men. It is signifi- 
cant that when the KPNLF reports battles in which the front has taken part, it al- 
most invariably names provinces near the Vietnamese frontier--the area least acces- 


sible to the Western press. 


But the front undoubtedly has soldiers deep within the country. Hem Kroeusna and 
16 of the front's members were recently sentenced to death in Phnom Penh on charges 


of high treason. 
What is the KPNLF's ideology? 


Suon Kaset replies, “Nationalism, Buddhist socialism--that is, the middle way-- 
neutrality and national independence, democracy, equality, and freedom of religion 


are the most important points in our program.” 
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Appeal for Unity 


Officially, the KPNLF has no connection whatever with Democratic Kampuchea, although 
many countries, among them China and Singapore, have exerted pressure to get them to 
unite, In April, Khieu Samphan wrote a letter to Son Sann with an appeal for unity, 
but the KPNLF Congress in June decided to reject cooperation. 





For all that, it is unquestionable that the two groups are moving in the same direc- 
tion. Democratic Kampuchea now refers in its battle reports to “independent units" 
with which it cooperates and by which it means the KPNLF. 


Thiounn Thioum, 56, is minister of finance in Democratic Kampuchea. In many ways 
his career resembles that of Son Sann. When Son Sann started the National Bank of 
Cambodia in 1955, Thiounn Thioum was assistant bank manager. 


During our interview, Thiounn Thioum explained, "I am happy to see that Son Sann is 
now condemning the Vietnamese so clearly and that he wants to organize armed struggle 
against them. In practice, our troops have also respected each other and never got- 
ten involved in internal struggles, something that has been common in some of the 
Khmer Serei camps.” 


Thiounn Thioum does not want to express a personal opinion of Son Sann's accusations 
concerning Pol Pot's regime, since he knows too little about the details: 


"I was ordered to work on a rubber plantation in Kompong Speu, and for me as an in- 
tellectual, that was of course such a great test to suddenly have to do everything 
myself. There were certainly many different factions fighting each other and even 
shooting at cach other. But mass murder--no, I didn't see any of that. On the con- 
trary, the situation was improving from year to year.” 


And how does Democratic Kampuchea's government imagine that the country will look 
after the Vietnamese have been forced out? 


Respect for Private Property 


“With far fewer people than before and large parts of the country devastated, we 

must accept all forms of production, respect private property, and accept all foreign 
help in reconstruction. We must welcome all foreign firms that want to form joint 
ventures with us for exploiting fishing, forestry, rubber, oil, and tourism, to name 
a fow important resources, or for prospecting for our ores." 


"Does this mean that in your government's view, socialism is no longer a solution 
for Kampuchea?” 


"Socialism's goal is human welfare. After liberation, that welfare can only be built 
with an economic policy that permits all economic initiatives. Only in the long 

term can we begin to talk about socialism as the collective ownership of the means 

of production.” 


Thiounn Thioum also said that the period from 1975 to 1978 was characterized by a 
degree of lawlessness. It will not be repeated: 











"We are already preparing a penal code, a civil code, and a procedural code so that 
we can introduce law and order right after liberation. In the spirit of Montesquieu, 
the legislative, executive, and judicial branches must be separated. That is the 
most reliable method for preventing the abuse of power," 


So reads Democratic Kampuchea's new political manifesto, There is no doubt that 
with their heavy armor, Vietnam and the Soviet Union have begun to hammer out a 
union that no one thought possible a year ago: between “white” and “red" Kampucheans. 


Secret Agreement 


The Bangkok press is currently speculating that a secret agreement may have been 
made between the two groups. Son Sann visited Peking in July 1980, and there he 
met with Khieu Samph*n and Ieng Sary, according to reports. For tactical reasons, 
nothing was made public, in order not to deprive Son Sann of support from anticom- 
munist groups. 


But it is clear that the KPNLF has toned down its propaganda against Pol Pot and 
that it preferred to say nothing in connection with the UN vote on whether or not 


to recognize Democratic Kampuchea. 


Son Sann says, “Eventually, the world will come to regard us as the only viable al- 
ternative.” 


Until then, it may be necessary to cooperate with the Khmer Rouge brothers, who are 
perhaps 10 times stronger.

MUSLIMS, CPT ACTION IN SOUTHERN FIGHTING NOTED 
Bangkok DAO SIAM in Thai 22 Dec 80 pp 1, 2 


[Excerpts] A group of terrorists have seized rubber plantations, coffee 
plantations, pineapple fields and palm groves valued at millions of baht 
in Din Udom Subdistrict, Khlong Thom District, Krabi Province. They have 
also seized villages with hundreds of households. At this time, nearly all 
of the villagers have entered into a united front with the terrorists. 
After the incident occurred, Lt Gen Chuan Wannarat, commander of the 

4th Army Region, ordered Pol Lt Col Pramote Pansakul of unit 423, a part 
of Region 8 BPP [Border Patrol Police) forward element to solve the problem, 
but the situation has still not improved. There is still constant heavy 
fighting. Since the terrorists seized the villages, 18 soldiers and 
policemen have been seriously wounded and are under the care of doctors 

at the Wachirawut Hospital in Region 4. 


Our reporters filed supplementary reports in the afternoon of 20 December 
which said that at present a group of 350 villagers have asked to cooperate 
with the police and military to attack and recapture the villages and 
plantations. At 0900 hours Lt Gen Chuan and Maj Gen Udom Ditsiri, deputy 
commander, and our reporters went to the village school in Ban Lamthap, 
Khlong Thom District, Krabi Province by helicopter. During the crip, a 
helicopter gunship traveled with us as an escort throughout the journey. 
We carried 20 shotguns with a great amount of ammunition to distribute to 
the villagers. A meeting was called and invited vere Pol Col Warichai 
Suriyakul, BPP Region 8 superintendent, Pol Col Sawaeng Piyapraphai, BPP 
Region 4 deputy commander, Praphan Wongkhumphong, lieutenant governor of 
Krabi Province and another 14 subdistrict and village chiefs. The meeting 
was informed that at this time the communists have reached the gates of our 
village and we must help each other fight them to recapture the villages 
and plantations. 


Reporters also stated that in Din Udom Subdistrict, in the Muslim village, 
about 200-500 villagers fought the authorities without ever giving ground 
and the heavy fighting in the afternoon of the same day continued while 
the 4th Army Region commander was still in the area. In Nong Chut village 
alone, in a Muslim field in village No 1 of Din Udom Subdistrict, heavy 
fighting erupted and MSgt Phairat Thiansri was killed by communist gunfire.

Reporters alee said that the communiet force at thie time has approximately 
100-500 troops and that they are still holding the Krung Hin Rubber 
Plantation, Section 5 in Khaolak village, Kulae Subdistrict, Thung Yai 
District, Nakhon Srithammarat Province. They hold a total of 3,600 rai of 
rubber plantations and have chased away 500 workers, They are now tapping
